REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicants' arguments are not persuasive. Applicants argue that Glezer does not disclose or suggest culturinq a cell in the 
cartridge, even if the cartridge has a holding area and an immobilizing area. In particular, Glezer is not seen to disclose or 
suggest culturing a cell in the pill zone of the cartridge, and Farina does not remedy the deficiencies of Glezer. However 
Examiner emphasizes that the claims are directed to a device and thus the limitation regarding culturing a cell is interpreted as an 
intended use. Therefore the prior art device meets the claimed invention if it meets the structural limitations recited or implied by 
the claim language. The intended use language regarding culturinq a cell implies structural limitations that allow for the capability 
of culturing a cell. In this case. Glezer describes a device that is disclosed as capable of containing a cell for processing, and has 
elements for adding reagents and holding reagents. Therefore, the Glezer device is capable of culturing a cell, since culturing a 
cell reguires at minimum the capability of containing a cell and adding any necessary reagents. .
